band-colored, and in this respect supe- 
rior to anything*ordinarily shown. 


In the morning address, the Pastor 


spoke on "The Second Coming of 
Christ," from tbe te.\t. "When Christ, 
who is our life, shall appear, then shall 
ye also appear with Him hi glory."— 
Colossians 3:4. 


Sympathy was expressed for the 


long-held view that Jesus, at His Sec- 
ond Coming, would be a man in the 
flesh to reign as an earthly monarch; 
nevertheless, the speaker styled this 
view absurd. 
Christ had accomplish- 


ed the work for which He was made 
flesh. He was gloiified and ascended 
up to Heaven—"where He was before" 
—on the spirit plane. The One who is 
to come again is the Lord of Glory, 
and not tbe man of sorrows, and He 
is to come in power and great glory. 


The Pastor explained that Jesus at 


His Second Coming m glory would not 
be visible to huiiiiin eyes—even as an- 
gels of glory ate ^invisible to men. Nor 
would it be jid^-iiitaseous to the world 
that their physical eyes should be open- 
ed as were tlxw of Saul of Tarsus. 
The effect nimht lie the same. 
The 


promise of tin; !'>ibU>. that "all the 
blind eyes shall he opened." and that 
"Every eye shall «ee Him" relates not 
to the natural c\n. brt to the eyes of 
understanding, so Ion a darkened, con- 
fused, bewildered by error 
Tho True 


Light will shine: tlio THIP Knowledge 
of the Lord will fill Uic i-aiili and all 
will receive a blowing thereby. 


Christ's Parousia and Epiphania. 
Careful Bible study nneals tbe fact 


that different Greek words are used 
in respect to Chnst's Second Coming. 
One word. j>arontia. signifies presence 
—uot coming m our ordinary use of 
the word. 
Over and over again the 


Scriptures tell ot tbe Presence of the 
Son of Mail an the end of this Age. 
and relate that during His Parousia. 
tbe world will be unaware of it. and 
attending to thy ordinary affairs of 
life. The only o:ies wb« will know will 
be the most saintly people of God 
And these wH: know, not by some out- 
ward sigu. but by the Light of the 
Lamp of God's Word. "Ye. brethren, 
are not in d.irkness. that that day 
should overtake }ou as a thief"—though 
it shall come as a thief and as a snare 
on all the world.—! Thessalonians o4. 


An increasing number of Bible Stu- 


dents all over the world are convinced 
fiom the StTipnn.U testimony, backed 
by the outward evidences, that the 
Parousia ot our Lord began in October. 
1874. 
The gicat enlightenment that 


has come to the world as well as to 
Bible Students (lining the period since 
is accredited to the fact that we have 
been living in the dawning time Of the 
Now Dispensation 


But the Scriptines with equal clear- 


ness point out thnt the Presence of 
Jesus is to be ui.ide manifest to tbe 
world. 
He is to "appear." to be "re- 


vealed." 
His Picsence is to be made 


known to the whole, world so thnt ev- 
ery eye may -SPC Him; that is, that the 
tyes of nndeist.uid.ing of tbe whole 
human family may be opened to a 
realization of the great truth that 
Messiah's 
Kingdom 
has come into 


power, and is thenceforth to rule the 
world, to overthrow sin. to 
uplift 


righteousness, to hless all tbe willing 
nnd obedient nnd to destroy in the 
Secoud Death all wilful sinners. 


According to the Bible, it will be a 


terrible, rude shock that Will startle 
tbe world and open the eyes and ears 
of thoir understanding nnd prepare 
them for the Highway of Holiness. 
fTlie revealing, or manifesting, to,the 
•world of Messiah's Presence as the 
New Ruler of earth, will come with n 
great Time of Trouble, which the 
Prophet declares will Iw severer than 
anyl'iinsT'ever before known—''A time 
of trouble, snrti MS never wns since 
there was a nation" (Dnnlel 12:1i. It 
will be a time of judgments..of pun- 
ishments, 
upon nations, individuals 


arid ecclesiastical systems, as well as 
upon inequitable financial Institutions 


The symbolic picture Is that the 


whole fabric of society, tccieslustical. 
political, financial, will be "on lire." St. 
Peter declares symbolically that "the 
elements will uielt with fervent heat"— 
the social elements. Concerning that 
awful trouble, tbe Bible declares, "He 
shall be revealed In flaming tire, taking 
vengeance.1' 
All will know, all will 


see, all tbe world will mourn and be in 
terror, the more so because of tbe false 
doctrines which have represented that 
beyond the present life is an eteruity 
of torture for all except the saintly 
elect few. Such wrong visions of the 
future make doubly severe the trials 
and disappointments and losses of the 
present life which are tbe real judg- 
ments of the Lord, the Bible knowing 
nothing of an eternity of torture in tbe 
future, but telling us every where,that 
the dead sleep, waiting for the glorious 
Kingdom of Him who redeemed them 
more than eighteen centuries ago by 
the'sacrifice of Himself. 


Christ wili not appear to His Church 


in_ naming fire—only to the world: 
"When He shall appear, then shall ye 
also appear with Him in glory." Be- 
fore the consummation of that great 
Time of Trouble, every saint, every 
member of the Church of the First- 
born, whose names are written in 
Heaven, will have been changed, from 
earthly nature to spirit nature, because 
"flesh aud blood cannot inherit the 
Kingdom." Neither will the sympathy 
of Christ? or the sympathy of the 
Church with poor humanity, interfere 
to prevent the great catastrophe with 
which this Age will end. 
„ 


The Kings, Emperors and Czars of 


the world would 110 more give over t6 
Jesus their power and rule and gov- 
ernment than would theYtlergy give 
over the spiritual control. The Divine 
Program seems to be to allow human 
institutions to wreck themselves in 
showing their own incompetency and 
opposition to the Divine arrangement. 


Thank God for the better Day be- 


yond—when the Sun'of Righteousness 
shall aiise with healing in His beams 
for the blessing of all the families of 
the earth! Thank God that the Re- 
deemer, full of sympathy, will be wise 
to know how deeply the plowshare of 
sorrow and trouble may go to properly 
prepare the hearts of men for the rich 
blessings His Millennial Kingdom will 
have to bestow! Thank God for the 
assurance that Messiah's Kingdom will 
prove to be "the desire of all nations." 


How Christ Will Come. 


How unreasonable, how nnscriptural, 


we now see were the theories respect- 
ing the Second Coming of Christ hand- 
ed down from a darker time! We were 
informed that the Redeemer would 
come again in the flesh, whose only 
glory would be a kind of shining of the 
skin. We overlooked entirely the great 
change which came to our Master aft- 
er He had finished the sacrificial work 
given Him to do. His ascension signi- 
fied a return not ouly to Heaven, but 
also to the Heavenly condition which 
He left when He humbled Himself to 
be made flesh for the purpose of being 
man's Redeemer. 


We overlooked the statement that He 


was "put to death in flesh, but quick- 
ened in spirit." 
We overlooked the 


fact that the Master declared, "My 
flesh 1 give for the life of the world." 
We overlooked tbe fact that the Scrip- 
tures assure us that flesh and blood 
cannot inherit 'the Kingdom of God, 
and that consequently the elect Church, 
before entering the Kingdom condi- 
tion, must be changed by the power 
of the First Resurrection—made Heav- 
enly, or spirit beings, like our glonhcd 
Redeemer. 


From the foregoing is it not evident 


that the presence of the Lord will not 
be discerned except by the few? Tbe 
masses will not know, even as the 
masses knew not in the time of Noah. 
But as Noah and his family knew 
about the coming Deluge, so the'saints 
of God will know approximately the 
time of the great trouble with which 
this Age will close and the Kingdom 
Age be inaugurated Thus the Apostle 
says. "Ye, brethren, are not in dark- 
ness, that that Day should overtake 
you as a thief." though it shall come 
as a snare upon the whole world.—1 
Thessalonians 5:1-G. 


The period of Christ's presence, "as 


a thief in the night," unknown to the 
world, will be a time of special 
scrutiny and judgment in tbe Church— 
a time of giving reward to those found 
faithful. This dealing with the Church 
includes, we believe, the Resurrection 
reward that will be given to the 
Apostles and all the faithful ones of 
the Church who have fallen asleep and 
have been waiting for this very hour 
and its blessings. 


So the Apostle tells us that those of 


the Church aliva and remaining until 
that time will not hinder, or prevent 
those who have gone before. "The 
dead in Christ shall rise first." They 
will enter into the joys of their Lord 
first, and will experience the resurrec- 
tion change first Later on. the breth- 
ren then living will be dealt with", 
down to the last member. Then tbe 
Church having been glorified, the next 
step of the Divine Program will be in 
order—the Epiphania.'or shining forth 
of the Lord in glory. 


When bpe.iking of Christ's Epiphania. 


or revealing, we are not to understand 
that His Parousia has ceased. Rather, 
as at the First Advent, Christ's pres- 
ence covered a. number of years, so 
at His Second Advent His Parousia, 
His presence, will be for the entire 
thousand years of His Reign.' At tbe 
first, however, the Parousia will be 
known only to the Church, and to them 
merely by tlio eye of faith 
Subse- 


quently, changed by (he First Resur- 
rection, they will «t'e their present 
Lord as lie is—a spirit Reins;. Then 
will come His Epiplnmia to the world 
—His shining forth in power and great 
glory. 
Ri't this .sli'miii}; forth (Epi- 


phnnini will bring quite a shock of 
surprisf to the world. 
It will mean a 


emklen blnr-lng-forih of God's righteous 


indignation against everything sinful, 
•gainst everything unjust. 


The poetess; caught the proper thought 


when writing ret-puctlng the Epiphimia 
of Christ-

Nevertheless, this flaming forth of 


Messiah's judgments, severely awful 
as> they will be, will be uiaulf eolations 
of the Love of- God and of Christ. By 
the consuming of the dross in the tire- 
of that tribulation, mankind will be 
blessed, transformed, upliltetl, devel- 
oped. 
Tins flaming fire in which 


Christ and His Church. God's Kingdom 
in glory, will be revealed to mankind,' 
is elsewhere in the Bible spoken of as 
the fire of God's anger. Of it we read 
that tbe proud and all that do wickedly 
will be as stubble.-and that the fire o* 
that time will consume them, root and 
branch. The hope, of course, is tbat as 
they realize the changed condition's 
they will drop their pride and their 
wickedness, and turn unto the Lord 
He vull send the flaming fare of judg- 
ments for the very puipose of consum- 
ing tbe world's impurities, and thus of 
blessing and puiii'jing all who will 
learn to love righteousness. 


When Christ Will Come. 


Again we were misled by our creeds 


in respect to the tune of Christ's Sec- 
ond Coming. Some of us declared that 
He already had come the second time 
and that His Kingdom was bet up long 
ago. 
Our Catholic friends claim that 


the establishment of the Kingdom took 
place in the year 800, under Pope Leo 
III., and that the thousand years of 
Christ's Reign are in the past We 
sincerely hope that they are in error; 
for, if that theory be coriect, Christ's 
Kingdom has accomplished far less for 
the world than the Bible statement 
would lead us to expect 
Protestants 


have also held that Christ's Kingdom 
has been established, that His Reign 
beiran centuries ago; that the Church 
of England has been reigning, also the 
Church of Germany, the Church of 
Sv 
and the Church of Russia- 


each < ! liiniug authority in the earth. 


The uujinitj of Christian people are 


much confused, bewildered; but Bible 
students, .ci/of late getting a better 
focus upon this subject. 
They are 


seeing th.it, according to the Bible, we 
should still pray. "ThyKiugdom come; 
Thy will be done on earth, as it is done 
in Heaven;" that we should still wish 
for the Son of God Irom Heaven, and 
that we should still remember St 
Peter's wolds respecti1 ^ (he Times of 
Restitution, blessing and favor, which 
will come to the world at the Second 
Advent of Christ—Acts 0:19-21. 


Admitting lhat those who interpret 


the prophecies, to teach that we are 
now living in the time of the Second 
Advent of Christ are not Infallible in 
their interpretation, we must, ne^ erthe- 
less. concede that there are signs all 
about us today which closely tally 
with what the Bible tells us respecting 
the condition of things which will ob- 
tain at Christ's Second Coming. Let 
us note some of these: St. Paul told 
of the end of the Age (also St Peter), 
that it would be marked by a form of 
Godliness but lack the power; thnt it 
would be marked by disobedience to 
parents, by headiness. by high-minded- 
ness, by love of pleasure, by unre- 
liability. (2 Timothy 3:1-5.) Surely we 
see on every hand what answers well 
to these Apostolic piophecies of the 
closing lime of this Age and the dawn- 
ing of the New Age. 


On 
the 
other 
hand, 
we 
have 


prophecies which tell us of glorious 
blessings due to come to the world in 
conjunction" with Messiah's Second Ad- 
vent. 
Heaikeu to the Lord's Word 


in the prophecy of Daniel. 
We read 


that in the Time of the End (of the 
present order of things—in the time of 
the dawning of the new order of 
things) (1) "Many shall run to and 
fro;" (2) "Knowledge shall be. in- 
creased;" (3) "The wise shall under- 
stand:" (4) "Theie shall be a time of 
trouble such as never was since there 
was n nation " 


Are we not at the time when the 


whole -world is on the move as never 
before in the past? Steamboats, steam 
pnd electric railways, etc.. arc ouly a 
century old and are only reaching their 
climax of efficiency 
it would seem as 


though God had prospered human in- 
telligence along these lines just at the 
opportune jnomont to bring in the run- 
ning to and fro at the appropriate time 
—in the end of this Age. 


How about the increase of knowl- 


edge? Is it not true.-that greater in- 
crease has been made in knowledge 
within the past fifty years than ever 
before? 
Not only is this knowledge 


exemplified in tunnels, bridges, build- 
ings, machinery, electric lighting and 
power, and in every conceivable device 
for human comfort, but it is especially 
marked in human education 
Within 


the past thirty years free schools, ya. 
compulsory education, have seemingly 
been forced upon the people of every 
land, as though to fulfill this prophecy. 
"Knowledge shall be increased." 


What about the statement that the

They lay like logs 
after seven days and nights of al- 
most constant duty on the field or 
battle. These prisoners are no cow- 
ards. 
They surrendered only when
